At Monday’s Meeting Announcement 
Was Made by the Comptroller 
That the City Has No 
Money. 


No progress toward a solution of the 
lighting problem was made at the session 
of the House of Delegates Monday morn- 
ing. 

The most important development was the 
announcement by Chairman Hartmann of 
the ways and means committee that no re- 
port could be made on the bills providing 
for municipal lighting plants for public 
buildings. and institutions, because tne 
comptroller had deciined tu certify to the 
necessary appropriation, on the ground that 
there Was no money in the lLreasury. 

The combine is not daunted vy tnis ob- 
Strucition. lt announced through Hartmann 
that it would pass a bill of this Kind or 
hone at ali, and said it would find the 
money in April by taking it from the lgnt- 
ing fund.

SO HE’D BE SEEN. 


Collision With Probable Fatal Results 
Averted on the Illinois Central 
Road by the Heroism of a 
Faithful Employe. 


Samuel Craig made of himself a.vicarious 
sacrifice. He gave ‘ais Ife for others. He 
went down to death beneath train wheéis 
in order that others might live. 

Samuel Craig was a brakeman of a 
freigAt train. Hle was sent down the track 
to flag an approaching express. The fog 
was dense. The engineer of tre fast train 
could not see him waving his lantern on 
the track ahead. Craig thought of noth- 
ing except that if he was not seen there 
Wwou.d be a collision and lives would im 
lost. He stayed on the track. The eng.ne 
struck him and he was ground to death 
beneath the wheels. He stopped the train 
with his life. The collision was averted 
and the otver lives were saved. , 

Craig was in the employ of the Llinols 
Cemtral Railroad. He left East St. Louis 
eariy Sunday morning on a southbound 
freight train.

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THE OUTBREAK OF CRIME. 


The brutal crime of a negro burglar in the Caulfield home 
Friday emphasizes the intolerable conditions existing at pres- 
ent in this city.  Emboldened by immunity from capture and 
punishment the criminals over-runping the city are unre- 
strained in the commission of crime. 

The causes vf the prevalence of violence and crime are 
manifest. In the City Hall officials are too busily en- 
gaged in loeting the city and holding up corporations seek- 
ing contracts and privileges to attend to public business. 
The lights in the public institutions, ,in The alleys and in many 
streets have gone out because the city legislators are dicker- 
ing with corporation officers over new lighting contracts. 

In the Four Courts an increased police force is too busy 
jubilating over success in securing more places and bigger pay 
and in fixing up political fences to bother about criminals. 
The mills grind exceeding slow in the criminal courts and 
in the police courts the criminals generally get the best of it. 

The cnly excuse for the new police law increasing the num- 
ber and pay of the police is an increase of police efficiency. 
The people of the city have a right to demand that crime be 
suppressed and criminals be punished. Unless this result 
follows they mvust conclude that the new law was a partisan 
job. 

It is time for citizens to get together to enforce their de- 
mand for protection from criminals. They must hold the 
authorities to accountability. Meanwhile citizens must pro- 
tect themselves as best they may. 
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It is true, as Administration organs point out, that Great 
Britain, with superior force and resources, seems sure to win 
in South Africa: but her triumph would be at a cost so fearful 
that it would be remembered close up to the time when the
